The se­ 
curities act has made the United States a 
better country . 
Apprehensions that the 
United States supreme court may hold it 
unconstitutional are not, in our judgment 
Av ell rounded. If buy ing and selling stocks 
all ov er the country is not interstate com­ 
merce, then riding on railroads all ov er 
the country isn’t interstate commerce, and 
the court say s it is.

Dean Frank L. Martin, who sta rt­ 
ed with the School of Journalism 
during its first year in 19 08 , is highly 
elated over the prospect of soon 
doub ling the faciliUes for teaching. 
The new b uilding will b e an exact 
duplicate of the present Neff Hall, 
and they will b e joined b y a tower, 
with an archway which will 
be the 


main entrance to Francis Q uad­ 
rangle, The new b uilding will set at 
right angles to the older b uilding, 
b ut will b e connected on all floors 
except the ground floor b y passage­ 
w ays 
It will b e used largely to 
provide classroom facilities 
So popular has the school oecome 
tha t its graduates at the June com­ 
mencement outnumb ered those o f 
any other schooL 
The school

representative of not only every city 
and town in Missouri, b ut nearly 
every state and several foreign coun­ 
tries are included among its student 
b ody. 
An even larger numb er o f
